It is a fact 
well known to meteorologists, and to be seen on 
their isobarometric charts, that at this season 
the atmospheric pressure over all North 
America between the sixtieth parallel north 
"latitude and the Gulf of Mexico will diminish 
and continue to diminish until July. The low 
taaroineter ia the United States meantime will 
necessarily invite heavy storms from the two 
oceans that wash their shores, and also from 
ihe Gulf, via the Valley of the Mississippi—a 
favorite highway of tempest. 


It most unfortunately happens that at this 


Very time the operations of the Signal Service, 
whose weather telegrams anl storm warnings 
5iave already proved so beneficial, are inter- 
rupted and thwarted by the Western Ualoa 
Telegraph monopoly. The demands of this 
corporation for the, service rendered to the 
government were originally far beyond the 
limits of moderation, and would have absorbed 
twice the appropriation Congress made for the 
Signal Service.

States lor one year prior to sucii change; said bomis 
when prepared, shall be lodged with the Assistant 
Treasurers In amounts proportioned to
